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Response to applicant's arguments: 

1 ) 35 USC 1 1 2 (2nd paragraph) rejection of claims 2, 3, 24 - in view of applicant's response and amendment to claims 2, 3 the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

2) claims 1, 7, 10, 13, 16, 19 and 31-36: applicant argues that Gianchandani does not teach gas blown between the first and second 
electrodes, and thus does not teach claim limitation in this regard. 

Examiner responds that Gianchandani teaches a reactive gas is supplied to the region of electrode segments 51, 52 and the substrate 17 
to establish a plasma there-between (column 7, lines 7-11). Applicant's specification does not use word "blown", and further as per 
applicant's comments dated 3/12/07 (page 9, last paragraph) to the non-final rejection of 12/1 1/06, meaning of "blown" was indicated as 
"caused to flow". In Gianchandani also the gas from gas supply system 13 is caused to flow between the first electrode 17 and second 
electrodes 51 and 52, as per claim 1-3, 24 and 31 limitations. If applicant is giving any other meaning to the word "blown" in the claim, 
support for the same in the disclosure should be indicated by the applicant. 

In view of above, rejection of claims 1, 7, 10, 13, 16, 19, 31-36 is maintained, per last office action. Further, rejection of balance claims 2- 
6, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, 15, 17, 18, 20-30 and 37 is also maintained. 
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
